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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Norman E. Lehrer on September 17, 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

1 . An advertising panel system for a conveyor comprised of a series of 
substantially identically shaped plates which move in a closed path, comprising: 

a plurality of advertising panels, each of said panels being comprised of a base 
carrier sheet having a lower surface and an upper surface, a transparent cover sheet 
having a lower surface and an upper surface and an advertising sheet interposed 
between said base carrier sheet and said transparent cover sheet; 

each of said sheets having substantially the same shape and dimension and 
having substantially the same shape and dimension as each of said plates; 

each of said sheets further including a plurality of apertures formed therein and . 
spaced around their peripheries with the apertures of each sheet being in alignment 
with the apertures in each of said other sheets of each advertising panel; 

adhesive means securing each said base carrier sheet to one of said plates, 

and 
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a plurality of connectors connecting said sheets together, each connector 
including a threaded nut having a head and a body, each connector further having a 
complimentary threaded screw having a head and a body, the bodies of said nut and 
screw passing through said apertures with said heads being substantially flush with said 
lower surface of said base carrier sheet and said upper surface of said cover sheet A 
respectively . 

2. The advertising panel system for a conveyor as claimed in Claim 1 wherein 
said body of said nut passes upwardly through [an] aperture in said base carrier sheet 
and said advertising sheet and wherein the head of said nut rests on said plate. 

3. The advertising panel system for a conveyor as claimed in Claim 2 wherein 
said body of each said screw passes downwardly through [an] one of said aperture in 
said transparent cover sheet and is tr e ad e d threaded into the body of said nut, the head 
of each said screw being essentially flush with the upper surface of said cover sheet. 

4. The advertising panel system for a conveyor as claimed in Claim 3 wherein 
each said aperture in said cover sheet has a chamfered opening adjacent said upper 
surface thereof. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest an adverting system for conveyor a plurality of plate 
and a plurality of advertising panel, wherein the advertising panels comprises the 
combination of base carrier sheet, a transparent cover sheet, and a advertising sheet 
between the base and the transparent sheets, wherein each sheet is the shape and 
dimension as each plate and each sheet has a plurality of aligned apertures 
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surrounding the perimeter connected together utilizing connecters and wherein each 
base sheet is adhesively secured to one of the plates.
